RELIEF FOR AMERICANS. 
(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Ar- 
rival of the American cruisers Gal- 
veston and Chester at Murmansk, re- 
ported today in en Associated Press 
Gispatch, is expected by officers to 
relieve the situation among Amert- 
can troops in the Archangel region, 
a company of which, ten days aco, 
refused to go to the front until ar- 
guments were presented by their 
officers. 

The veesels carried Brig.-Gen. W. 
P. Richardson, who is to assume 
command of the American forces, 
and two companies of railway en- 
gineers. Gen. Richardson and the 
engineers were ordered to Mur- 
mansk when & was decided to with- 
Graw the Allied force in Northern 
Russia, and their arrival is ex- 
pected to reassure the American 
troops and prevent any spread of 
the mutiny. 

‘o further information as to the 
mutiny was issued today by the War 
Department. It requires some days 
for cables to reach Archangel. and 
so far as could be learned. the de- 
partment had no additional advices. 

TO OPERATE RAILWAY. 

The specific purpose in sending 
the two engineer companies, as ex- 
plained by Secretary Baker to the 
Military Committees of Congress last 
February, was to keep open the 
railroad from Murmansk to a potnt 
near the White Sea. This line, he 
said, was regarded as vital for 
movement of supplies or reinforce- 
ments. 

The gunbort Yankton was already 
on duty at Murmansk. There has 
been some talk that the Yankton 
would be relieved, probably bv the 
Galveston, since the Chester has been 
assigned to return to the United 
States, but ft appears more probable 
that ell three ships will remain, sup- 
plemented by Eagle boats and sub- 
marine chasers. These vessels, with 
whatever forces the British are 
sending, will act as a screen for 
withdrawal of the entire expedition 
as soon as weather permits. In the 
meantime, additional British troops 
will be available, as Secretary Raker 
has pointed out, for reinforcements, 
if needed.

WARSHIP OVERHAULED

“WASHINGTON, April 12. — The 
United States gunboat Sacramento 
has been placed in dry dock at 
Brooklyn navy yard for overhauling 
in preparation for active service in 
Russian waters, according to an- 
nouncement of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

The Sacramento is under orders 
to proceed to Archangel as soon as 
the repairs are completed. The ves- 
sel is under command of Capt. Ga- 
braith, who directed operation of 
the gunboat during the war when 
the Sacramento aided in convoying 
transports and merchant ships. 

Two V-shaped gold stripes, at- 
tached to the funnel, show that the 
warship was in active service for 
more than a year. In that time only 
one merchant ship in its convoy was 
lost and that mishap was due to the 
merchantman’s engine trouble, 
which prevented keeping up with 
the convoy. 

According to the announcement 


the Sacramento will be heavily 
loaded with small-arm ammunition 
and the crew is being prepared for 
service ashore if needed. The vVes- 
sel is expected to be ready for serv- 
ice within couple of weeks.

OPPOSE PUNISHMENT 
OF ARMY MUTINEERS. 


SENATE STORM LOOMS IF 
TROOPS WHO BALKED IN 
RUSSIA ARE DISCIPLINED. 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—Any 
move by the War Department to in- 
flict severe punishment on the troops 
in the North Russian Expeditionary 
Forces who mutinied against fighting 


the Bolsheviks longer Is certain to 
precipitate a storm in the Senate. 

Senators who have been demand- 
ing an open declaration of war 
against the soviet government, or 
the withdrawal of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forves from Russia, 
made it plain today that they will 
protest with all their vigor against 
the punishment of the mutineers. 

Although they recognize the ne- 
cessity for maintaining discipline in 
the army, they regard the circum- 
stances of the Archangel mutiny as 
unprecedented in American bistory. 
The mutineers, it was pointed out, 
were drafted men who were called 
into the service to fight Germany. 
The President told Congress Noveni- 
ber 11 that “the war thus comes to 
an end.” There has been no dec- 
laration of war against the Bolshe- 
viki. Although by no means con- 
doning ineubordination, these Sena- 
tors believe the men were justified 
in protesting against orders to fight 
the Bolshevikt. 

Indications are that an investiga- 
tion will be ordered immediately on 
the reconvening of Congress to aa- 
certain the responsibility for the 
Archangel mutiny and to learn just 
P why the men have been forced to 
continue fighting long after the 
President announced the end of the 
war. 

It was intimated on high author- 
ity today that when the American 
expedition to North Russia is with- 
drawn, it may be necessary to re- 
move at the same time some 20,000 
or 20,000 native Russians, to save 
them from the vengeance of the Bol- 
sheviki, especially so if other Allied 
troops also leave, as now predicted 
in some quarters. 

The number of American troops 
in Northern Russia was said sau- 
thoritatively today to be under 
5000. It the government's plan 
to embark them about June 1, when 
the breaking up of the ice-bound 
harbor of Archangel will have per- 
mitted the resumption of shipping. 

The sole object of the continued 
presence of American soldiers there 
since the signing of the armistice, 
it was explained, has been to pro- 
tect the region against the attacks 
of the Bolsheviki. The expediticn 
was originally sent to Northern 
Russia for the double purpose of 
preventing the establishment there 
of a German submarine base, which 
was threatened at one time, and the 
protection of the Allied military 
stores at Archangel and Murmansk. 

During the operations against 
Germany conducted from the North 
Russian front, many Russians, it 
was stated, co-operated with the 
American and Allied military forces. 
The operations, especially after the 
signing of the Bolshevik treaty with 
Germany. necessitated defense 
against military movements from 
the interior conducted by Bolshevik 
forces, and regular warfare eventu- 
ally resulted between the govern- 
ment of the northern region at 
Archangel and the soviet republics’ 
armies. 

The British, French and American 
commands felt obliged on account of 
the informal alliance which 
veloped from their co-operation with 
the inhabitants and publid¢ forces. of 
the northern region, to tend their 
protection to their Rus#ian allies 
against the assaults of the Bolshevik 
forces. 

Tt was recalled today that there 
fe a precedent in American history 
for the removal of inhabitants of a 
country who have alienated them- 
selves from national movements in 
war-time from their own country. 
The tories of the United States were 
transported to Canada, the West 
Indies and other places by the Brit- 
ish. but their property was confis- 
cated by the United States, 

Tt i¢ not known what would be 
the destination of the Russians who 
might be taken from the northern 
regions. It has been suggested that 
they might be deposited tn Scandi- 
navia, although it is possible that 
uniess provided with ample funds, 
the Scandinavian government would 
prevent such a solution of the prob- 
lern. 

Tt also has been «& ed that 
an agreement might » reache@ 
with the Rolshevik authorities be- 
fore the departure of the American 
troops, but such an arrangement 
would necessitate the simultaneous 
withdrawal of the British and 
French forces also. 

It is believed in some quarters that 
the Bolshevik government would be 
willing to agree not to apply terror- 
iam to northern Ruasta provided the 
foreign elements were withdrawn 
and the population accepted Bolshe- 
vik rule. There are political difmfi- 
culties, however, In the way of con- 
cluding such an agreement as it 
would imply in a considerable de- 
gree recognition by the associated 
powers of the Bolshevik system.

VIENNA, Thursday, April 10—~ 
German Austria ts coming under the 
influence of the establishment of 
soviet governments at Munich and 
Budapest. At Dcnawits, 10,000 work- 
ers in the iron smelting plants have 
driven out the managers because the 
latter have refused to grant in- 
creased wages. The coal miners there 
are reported to have considered sim- 
lar action, and there is prospect 
that the employees of the iron 
mines will take over control of the 
properties and elect their own man- 
agers. 
Bank clerks at Vienna are de- 
manding higher salaries. At one 
bank the salaries paid before the 
war totaled eleven milifon crowns, 
which amount was ineraised during 
the war to twenty-five million. It is 
now faced with the demand for the 
payment of eleven million more, 
which will ake a sum equal to 
the yearly @ividends of the bank 
before the war. 

The communists of German Aus- 
tria have been told that if com- 
munism is adopted here the Aliles 
would cut off food supplies, but this 
argument has been removed since 
the Allies have appeared willing to 
treat with the communists at Buda- 
pest 

ITALY TAKES HAND. 

}taly has ordered the German 
Austrian republic to disband and 
disarm any troops regarded as pro- 
communist. 

The situation at . Budapest pre- 

vents Vienna banks from making 
up their yearly statements. It is im- 
possible as yet to estimate the value 
of securities held by Hungary, and 
it is said that even if Hungary 
should agree to make settlements 
with the German Austrian republic, 
any new money she might offer 
would be without value.

Hines Grants Advance to Big 
Four Brotherhoods. 


Means Payroll Increase Under 
Government a Billion.

Average Raise Per Man Since 
January 1918, $690.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Wage 
advances aggregating $65,000,000 
were ordered today by Director-Gen- 
eral Hines for 400,000 railroad en- 
gineers, firemen, trainmen and con- 
ductors in both passenger and 
freight service—members of the big 
four railway brotherhoods—retroac- 
tive since January 1, 1919. The 
brotherhood demands for time-and- 
a-haif pay for overtime were ¢rant- 
ed only for men engaged in yard 
service and for the others this ques- 


Administration's board for adjust- 
ment No. 1, already created (for 
consideration of disputes relating to 
railway trainmen and engineers. 

The increases were arranged ac- 
cording to a contemplated schedule, 
one of the aims of which was to 
restore the wage relationship exist- 
ing before the railroads’ increase in 
Wages last year. The average ad- 
vance in pay per man per year will 
be about $160. 

This action practically completed 
the war cycle of wage increases 
granted railroad men since the gov- 
ernment took over management of 


a few minor requests:for more pay 
remain to be acted upon. 
BILLION A YEAR INCREASE. 


Including today's order the aggre- 
gate pay increases allowed by the 
Railroad Administration to the 
2,000,000 railroad employees is at 
rate of $8$22,311,000 a year. 
more than $400 average per man. 
Thus the total) pay roll of Amer- 
ica’s railroads ig iaised nearly to 
$3,000,000,000 a year from the basis 
of approximately $2,000,000,000 on 
January 1, 1918. when the roads 
passed into the government's hands. 

The $65,000,000 added to the pay 
rolis of members of the “big four” 
brotherhoods brings the total grant- 
ed this class:of emplyyees in the last 
three years to approximately $275,- 
000,000, or approximately $690 per 
man, This takes into consideration 
the $140,000,000 estimated as the 
brotherhood’s share of the gerera!l 
wage increase last vear and $70,000.- 
000 estimated as the fruit for hese 
men from the Adamson Act, which 
established a basic eight+hour day, 
but did not put into effect the 
brotherhoods’ pleas for time-and-a- 
half overtime. 

Back pay for work since January 
1 would be given the brotherhood 
men as soon as railway paymasters 
can work out the amount due. 

FIRST RAISE $400,000,000. 

In the first general wage advance 
made by the Rallroad Adminietra- 
tion, following the recommendations 
of the Railroad Wage Commisiion, 
approximately $40,000,000 a year 
was distributed among the raliroad 
employees. About $140.000,000 of 
this went to trainmen and engineers 
and about $260,000,.000 to other em- 
ployees. On supplemental orders 
about $160,000,000 was added to pay 
rolis of the shop men, about tWe 
same to maintenance of wav men 
and clerks and about $45,000,000 to 
telegraphers and station agents. 
Railway accountants calculated that 
1916 and 1917, the years immediate- 
ly preceding government control, the 
railway companies increased wages 
$250,.000.000. With the $822,000.- 
000 added by the Railroad Admin- 
istration. the aggregate advance of 
railroad men's wages in three vears 
is set at approximately $1,172,096,- 
000. or about $589 per man. The 
railroad pay roll in 1917 was cal- 
culated at $1,.750.900,000 in 1918 at 


| $2,638,000,000 and this year at 


$2,822,000,000 

Comparatively #emall increases in 
pay are expected soon for dining car 
and sleeping car employees. 

CALCULATIONS DISAGREE. 

The actual paymert under in- 
creased wage orders last year was 
$528,000,000, according to Mr. 
Hines’s calculations. Railroad com- 
panies estimate the wage increases 
at nearly $100,000.900 more than the 
Railroad Administration. 

Railroad accountents calculate 
that about $1.000,.900,000 a vear will 
be forthcoming from the rats in- 
crease last vear. The Railroad Ad- 
ministration'’s figures today on wage 
additions indicate that more than %9 
per cent. of ‘this is eaten up in 
wages. 

Discussing the effect of wages on 
eperating costs this year, Mr. Hines, 
fn making public the order that 
“through the elimination of over- 
time, which wi!! be unnecessary un- 
der peace conditions, and through 
ability to regain experienced em- 
ploveese who were lost during the 
war, the total increase in wares 
would be substantially less on the 
same volume of business than the 
foregoing trased on the calendar year 
2918 would Indicate, and. of course, 
the increase will be les« if the vol- 
ume of buetness less.”

“Whereas, on the 22nd day of 
Jvly, 1916, in the city of San Fran- 
clseo, Cal., during ihe l’reparedness 
bay parade, some fiend in human 
form threw a bomb, resu/ting in the 
death of nine persons and causing

“Whereas, this crime was 80 ap-

cause a revulsion of feeling in the 
hearts of all patriotic Americans and 
to demand the severest penalty pos- 
rible in a punishment the of- 
tender, and 

“Whereas, Thomas J. “Mooney was 
arrested, tried and convicted of this 
crime and genienced “o be executed, 
“hech sentence was cvmmuted by 
tne Governor of California to life 
in prisonment. and 

* Whereas, it ig the belief of many 
fair-minded and right-thinking pew 
ple that the conviction of Mooney 
was a perversion of justice. This 
belief is occasioned, first, by the 
evidence submitted at the trial 
which appears in some instances 
contradictory. Second, by the char- 
after of the witnesses who testified 
fer the prosecution, several of whom 
had either penitentiary records or 
were members of disorderly houses. 
Third, the self-confession of some 
Witnesses that they had perjured 
themseives. Fourth, the Federal in- 
vestigations that caused officials of 
the United States government to ask 
for a new trial for Mooney. Fifth, 
the intercession for Mooney by 
President Wilson; and, sixth, the let- 
ter of Judge Griffin, before whom 
Mooney was tried and convicted, to 
the State Attorney-General, asking 
that he grant Mooney a new trial. 
because he (Judge Griffin) had be- 
come convinced that perjury entered 
into the conviction of Mooney.

“Whereas, the nation-wide strike 
that is now proposed, sincere as its 
may be in Mooney’s in- 
nocence, would not aid nor result in 
establishing Mooney's innocence,

“Whereas a more wractieal and 
common-sense way to secure Moon- 
ey’s liberty is to bend all our ef- 
forts toward finding out just who 
are the real perpetrators and appre- 
hending them: therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the United States 
Department of Justice be called up- 
on to bend its efforts to this end, and, 
be it further 

“Resolved, that it is our beet 
judgement that an assessment in the 
amount of monev necessary to aid 
in apprehending the gullty parties 
be levied bv all unions affillated with 
the American Federation of Labor,

State Machine Organizes to 
Give it Deathblow. 


Governor Said to be Favor- 
able, but Can’t Say So.

SACRAMENTO, April 11.-—There 
has been a healthier, freer atmos- 
phere in the Assembly since the 
White-Carter retrenchment bill was 
pulled out of committee and given 
right of way for final passage, The 
bill went to second reading today 
without opposition, but the big fight 
will come when it returns from the 
printer for final action. 

Most of the former machine bosses 
have been called’to Sacramento to 
join in the last stand of the forty 
fat commissions. Al McCabe ap- 
peared in the lobby yesterday for 
the first time during the second half 
of the session. Harry Encil of the 
Railroad Commission is also here. 
Two-thirds of the members of the 
Legislature have been called down 
to the Governor's office——not to see 
the Governor, but to talk with his 
Private secretary, Martin Madsen, 
about the menace to the State of 
any attempt to take $8,000,000 a 


. ie currently reported in the 
lobby that the Governor has given 
Madsen a free hand to beat the bill, 
and that Madsen has called the old 
Jéhnson political bosses here as a 
board of strategy to prepare new de- 
fenses from which to oppose the on- 
slaught of the taxpayers. It is go- 
ing to be a great fight, with the 
odds in favor of the machine, but 
with conditions so disturbed that 
anything ts likely to happen. 
GOVERNOR STUDIES IT. 


One member of the Los Angeles 
delegation told me today he had 
talked personally with Gov. Stephens 
about the bil] and that the Governor 
himself is studying it with great at- 
tention. 

“I did not find the Governor un- 
friendly,” he said. “I believe that, 
at heart, he is for it: and if it was 
to pass the legislation he would ‘not 
hesitate to dign it. I belleve the 
Governor was sincere when he said 
that the plan of his efficiency and 
economy commission would place 
too great power in the hands of-the 
chief executive. A sineere man 
could decline to foster a bill giving 
him increased powers, but with equal 
since. ity could sign the act if it 
came to him from the Leelslature 
over his protest. That would ab- 
Solve him alike from suspicion of 
either political or personal ambi- 
tion.” 

The renewed courage of the Los 
Angeles delegation has been dis- 
Played in many ways. The bill in- 
creasing the pay of the Police Court 
clerks from $176 to $200 a month 
was beaten yesterday, despite the 
lobbying of the clerks themeelves 
and the activity of certain Los An- 
geles city and county officials. 


SIGNED BY HANDLEY, 


A member of the delegation 
showed me today the following 
copy of a telegram that he picked 
up on the desk of another mem- 
ber. It wags addressed to a Los An- 
geles Assemblyman and read as fol- 
lows: “Most urgently request your 
support of Senate Bill No, 706. It 
is of vital importance to Los An- 
geles.” It was signed by Lorin A. 
Handley, chairman of the Board of 
Public Works of Los Angeles. 

That measure “of vital importance 
to Los Angé@les” was the bil! to in- 
crease the pay of the Police Court 
clerks $25 a month each. 

The delegation made an equally 
creditable stand against the bill, 
which was designed to add $5000 a 
year to the salary of the Sheriff of 
Los Angeles county. Members of 
the Legislature say that the tele- 
graph company was compelled to 
hire a couple of extra messengers to 
deliver the telegrams coming from 
Los Angeles, asking for the passage 
of that bill. Some of the men sign- 
ing those wires had been prominent 
in the work of the league for bet- 
ter government. It is not belleved 
here that most of the signers of the 
telegrams knew the real purpose of 
the bill, for, like most such meas- 
ures, it was cleverly camouflaged. 

EBELL CLUB WIRES. 

The Ebell Club and other wom- 
en's clubs of Los Angeles have also 
apperentiy acquired the habit of 
signing and sending unconsidered 
telegrams.

But it also provides an arbi- 
trary increase in the pay of the 
te ers that consumes the whole of 
the $2,000,000. The bill benefits 
the teachers, not the children, — 
that 


common fairness demands 
camouflage about the children 
should not be used. It does not 


mean more teachers, but more pay 
for the teachers now employed. 
REFERENDUM TAKEN. 

The women's legislative council Is 
@ body that claims to have the sup- 
port, and properly so, of about 
$0,000 club women of the State, 
through their respective cluus. Be- 
fore the Legislature met a reter- 
endum vote among the club woni- 
en was taken, with the understand- 
ing that the three bills indorsed are 
the first three enumerated in the 
Ebell Club telegram. incre 
Erate aid for dependent children 
failed to qualify in the referendum. 
Only three bills could be indorsed, 
and the school teachers beat the 
orphans and half orphans to it. 
And the three bills referred to were 
gotten out of the way before the 
case of the orphans even received a 
hearing. 

How did they come to be more in- 
terested in the school teachers, 
community preperty and a deten- 
tion home for fallen women than in 
the dependent children? It was be- 
cause there were lobbies within the 
clubs working for the first three 
and none for the orphans and halt 
orphans. 

It is possible. that the orphans 
will be cared for, but it is doubtful, 
The State surplus is almost ¢x- 
hausted and there is a dispute 
among the legislators whether the 
division of dependent ald between 
the State and the counties is fair. 
At present the State pays $10 per 
child and the county $7.50 per 
child, Many hold that the State is 
doing its share and that the coun- 
ties should advance thelr portion 
to $10 before asking the State to go 
higher, 

ORPHANS MAY SUFFER. 


.In this contention there is room 
for argument, and when there ls an 
argument the big commissions get 
their budgets and the orphans suf- 
fer. The legislative council is 
barred from making,a formal cam- 
paign in behalf of tie club women 
for a proposition which, on a refer- 
endum vote, the women themselves 
voted down. 


Of course the mothers of the 


State did not knowingly discrimi- | 


nate against the dependent chil- 
dren, but it might be well for them 
to remember. what happened this 
year and be certain afterwards that 
they help the helpless first. 


PASS BILL TO COMPEL 
VOCATIONAL TRAINING 


ASSEMBLY ADOPTS MRS. 
HUGHES'S MEASURE FOR 
INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION, 


(BY A P. NIGHT 

SACRAMENTO, April 11.-—After 
more than two hours of debate, the 
Assembly tonight passed, 44 to 16, 
Mrs. Hughes's bill, requiring com- 
pulsory part-time ‘vocational educa- 
tion of minors In Induatry. Gebhart 
gave notice of a motion to recan- 
sider. 

Attempts to amend the bill so 
it would require the proposed classes 
to be held at night failed. The 
bill provides that employed persons 
under 18 years shall be given at 
least four hours a week in the class- 
room between 8 o'clock a.m. and 6 
p.m., and that night classes shall be 
established in high schools to train 
persons under 21 who are unable to 
read or write the English language 
where there are twenty such per- 
sone in the district. 

The Assembly also passed, 43 to 
22, Mrs. Dorris’s bill, to provide for 
registration of minors, the cost to 
be paid out of county school funds. 
Opponents of the measure said it 
would increase taxation. Mrs. Dor- 
ris said the selective draft showed 
conditions of illiteracy and physical 
disability that made this “school 
census” necessary. 

“I object.”” said- Bruck, in oppos- 
ing Mrs. Hughes's bill, “to this move- 
ment to make the American boy a 
chattel of the State, to graft into 
the law the principle that the 
school system shal] determine just 
what he shall do until he reaches his 
majority.” He said the proposed 
plan meant increased taxation. 

Mrs. Hughes said the system had 
been adopted dtring the past few 
weeks by Utah, Oregon, Washington 

nd Nebraska, and that her bill had 
he approval of the American and 
the California federations of labor 
and of the national and California 
manufacturers’ associations. 

The increased efficiency of the 
child given schooling had proved the 
plan a sound business proposition, 
she sald. 

Gray and Ekeward opposed the 
bill, contending it would deprive 
many boys of opportunity to work, 
and that the night schools were 
serving the purposes sought by the 
measure. 

“T resent the intimation that em- 
ployers are not going to co-operate 
sympathetically in making this law 
effective,” said Locke, 

Polsley said the greatest mistake 
fn the school system was the aboli- 
tion of the ninth erades in rural 
schools. He said the bill would 
break Into the time of the boy work- 


er. 

Mrs. Hughes read a section of the 
measure, saying the instruction 
might be given “at a convenient 
season,” which would work no hard- 
ship on farmers during harvest 
time. She said it would be possible 
to give all four hours’ training on 
Saturday afternoons.

COMMUNITY PROPERTY. 


Two Very Dangerous Measures. 


HE SENATE of California has passed two bills, dealing with the 

rights of husband and wife in community property, which, if put 

through the Assembly and approved by the Governor, will undoubt- 
edly impose great inconvehience and hardship upon all business men in 
this State, and, by working to the detriment of the married women of the 
State (those sought to be benefited,) also will prove to be a boomerang 
to the propogents of the measures. 

Senate Bill No. 470 proposes to give to every married woman a half- 
interest in the community property, and Senate Bill No. 471 is intended 
to give to the wife the privileges of disposing of one-half of the com- 
munity property by will. 

“Community property” is the property which is acquired after mar- 
riage by either spouse other than by gift, devise or descent, and by the 
above-mentioned bills it is proposed to put the husband and wife on a 
strictly “fiftty-fifty” basis in respect to such property. / 

At first blush such an arrangement might seem fair to some, but a 
consideration of the consequences of it in practical operation leads to the 
conclusion that in most cases the wife, instead of gaining any advantages, 
would be the loser; the husband would be placed under a serious handi- 
cap in conducting his business, and the whole commercial world would 
have to revolutionize the methods by which business has been conducted 
since the dawn of civilization. 

IL. 

HE laws of no other State or country in the world are more consid- 

erate of the property rights of the wife than are the present laws of 


ased|C@lifornia. Although the husband hag no interest in or control over the 


wife's separate property, the wife has important and valuable rights in 
the separate property of the husband. In respect to the community prop- 
erty, the preesnt laws give the wife one-half upon the death of the hus- 
band, and at the same time permits her to take from his separate estate 
an allowance for herself and children, the proceeds of any insurance pol- 
icies, and a homestead. 

During the lifetime of the husband, the present law regards him as 
the owner of the community property,'and, in the event that the wife dies 
first, the ownership of the property remains in him. However, he cannot 
give away any of the community property without the consent of the wife, 
nor can he sell or mortgage any of the community rea] estate without her 
consent. With the foregoing limitations, the husband at present is, as 
he has been from time immemorial, left free to engage in business and 
deal with the community property as he sees ft. 


Ii. 
HE legislators at Sacramento apparently propose ehange the entire 
relation of husband and wife and, instead of tting the husband 


to remain the business head and money-getter of the family, they would 
COMPEL THE WIFE TO BECOME THE HUSBAND'S BUSINESS PART- 
NER, .and, furthermore, would compel every business man who is mar- 
ried TO LIQUIDATE HIS BUSINESS upon the death of his wife, or take 
in partners nominated in his wife's will. Such would be the inevitable 
result of the proposed legislation, and it behooves the members of the 
Legislature to consider carefully the consequences of their act before they 
attempt to put through such a revolutionary measure. Not one married 
woman out of a hundred wants to occupy the position of business part- 
ner of her husband. Yet Senate Bill No. 470 would give her one-half 
interest in the community property, and she would elther have to join 
with her husband in signing checks, contracts and. other papers that 
affected the disposition of any of the community property, or (if it could 
be legally done) give him some sort of a blanket power of attorney to 
deal with her portion of the community property. 

The burden that would be placed upon banks, and the inconveniences 
d delay caused business men by the necessity of having the wife sign 
each individual] check, would be fatal to the efficient conduct of any busi- 
ness. Banks would have to ASCERTAIN AT THEIR PERIL whether or 
not every man with a commercial account was married and would have 
to see that every check of a married man had the correct signature of 
bot§ husband and wife. It would be incumbent on every bank to ascer- 
tain whether or not each male customer, who claimed to be single, was 
married, and in many cases it would be impossible for the bank to do 
so and it would have to refuse to do business with him. In some busi- 
nesses hundreds of checks are issue@ daily, and if the business is not in- 
corporated the wife of the owner would have to devote a great deal of 
her time to signing checks issued in the management of the business. 

The impracticability and absurdity of such a situation is obvious. 


IV. 

T the handicaps imposed on the husband by the proposed laws 
would work out to the detriment, rather than to the advantage, of 
the famfily is certain. Under modern competitive conditions, with taxes 
and restrictive laws bearing upon him from every side, the average busi- 
ness man has handicaps enough without being further burdened in his 
efforts to support his family. Under the present social system, the hus- 
band ig the bread-winner. The average wife is content with this arrange- 
ment. Her contribution to the family welfare is made in the home, and 
the idea of dragging her ipto the busy marts of trade is obnoxious to the 

average husband and unattractive to the average wife. 

Nor does the average wife desire, in the event that she dies before 
her husband, that he should be compelled to wind up his business affairs 
and, at a time of life when he had already established himself, BE RE- 
QUIRED TO START ALL OVER AGAIN. Under the proposed laws, the 
wife would have the power to make a will giving one-half of the com- 
munity property to any person or persons she pleased. The result of 
this would be that a husband who was conducting any business, built up 
during his married life, would either have to liquidate his affairs in order 
to pay the legacies, or admit the legatees-—-perhaps his minor children, 
his wife's relatives, or even strangerse—into his business as partners. Such 
a situation would not only be grossly unfair and unjust to the husband, 
but the great majority of married womefi do not desire to effect such a 
result. Under the present law, if a wife outlives her husband she gets 
one-half of the community property, as well as other benefits, such as a 
family allowance, and homestead, and if she dies before her husband she 
does not want and should not be given the power to ruin her husband's 


business. 
Vv. 


erty laws. They fully protect the wife and children. The Legisla- 
ture of 1917 passed laws requiring that the wife must join with the hus- 
band in conveying or incumbering the community real property, and also 
enlarged the definition of community property. These laws went as far 
as it ie possible to go without disturbing the entire relation of husband 
and wife, working a rank injustice upon both. husband and wife and caus- 
ing great confusion among all persons who deal in business with married 
men—the whble commercial and industrial world. Senate bills Nos. 470

“SUNDAY-CLOSING BILL

SACRAMENTO, April 11.—The 
Senate devoted its time today to get- 
ting Senate bills on the third reading 
file for final action Monday and 
Tuesday, the last two days on which 


it can consider measures originating 
in its own house. After next Tues- 
day night the remaining days of the 
seasion, to and including April 22, 
the date set for adjournment sine 
die, must be devoted by the Senate 
to Aasembly bills.

Dennett's 
Sunday-closing bill was not reported 
out by the Labor and Capital Com- 
mittee. Bille by Sample and Romin- 
ger revising the primary law and 
changing the convention system, pro- 
vided for under the present law, 
failed to receive action by the Elec- 
tions Committee. ~ 

"The Senate adjourned early tonight 
until Monday and established a 
precedent for not having Saturday 
sessions. according to jeut.-Gov. 
Young. Thus far the Senate has held 
no night sessions, and hag not met 
on Saturday. 

Among the bills passed today by 
the Senate were a large number of 
appropriation measures. One by Sen- 
ator Nealon increased the amount of 
State ald for orphans, half orphans 
and abandoned children to $12.50, a 
month. The measure was unapposed. 
It is estimated the increase will cost 
the State more than $1,000,000 ad- 
ditional for the next two years.

If you 
owe me a dollar and'offer me 100 
pennies it is no payment unless I 
choose to accept them. 

How about nickels? Exactly the 
same. Thev are not legal tender 
in amounts over 25 cents. 

- Silver dimes, quarters and half- 
dollars are legal tender up to $10. 
Above that sum they may be re- 
fused and the é¢reditor mav fustly 
claim that no lawful proffer of 
money has been made to him.— 
{Philadelphia Ledger.

bakers, amounted to 114,364,367 
pounds. By far the largest holdings 
were reported by oj) mills, which 
amounted to 85,837,148 pourds. The 
peanut cleaning and shelling plants 
reported 15,920,293 pounds, while 
wholesale dealers reported $,861,371 
pounds.

FIGHTERS’ VANGUARD HERE 


Pasadena and Pomona Units of “Seventh” 
Arrive; Tumultuous Reception. 


The vanguard of the triumphant 
soldiery that will be welcomed here 
today arrived within striking dis- 
tance of Los Angeles last evening, 
when Co. K of Pasadena and Co. B of 
Pomona, units of the old Seventh 
Regiment, now the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Infantry, left San Bernar- 
ding and hurried home to loving 
arms in much the same fashion as 
they hurried into battle against the 


Huns. The Pasadenas swept into the 
Crown City on Pacifie Bilectric 
special, and the Pomona men were 


speeded homeward in a fi€et of au- 
tomobiles. both orgarfizations being 
greeted by thousands of happy- 
hearted citizens and feasted to their 
fill in flower-festooned banquet halls. 

The visit of Co. D to Pasadena was 
made possible through arrangements 
made bw the Board of Trade with 
Col. Charles F. Hutchina. The 
One Jiundred and BSixtieth will not 
pase through Pasadena this morning 
on its way to Los Angeles, but the 
Crown City troops reached home in 
a special car from San Bernardino 
at 5 o'clock last night. They were 
commanded by Lieut. A. 8. Balch 
and were thunderously cheered as 
thev detrained. Several bands were 
at the station and whistles, bells and 
auto horns added to the noisy wel- 
come. The G.A.R. and other pa- 
triotic organizations were out in 
force to greet the returning soldiers. 

Thousands of roses, carnations 
and other flowers as Well as oranges 
and other fruits were presented to 


the men. It was with difficulty 
that a parade line was organized 
for the march to the RKed Cross; 
Chapter House. The soldiers 


marched down the street with tneir 
mothers, sistere. sweethearts and 
friends walking beride them. 

The One Hundred and  Sixtieth 
Regiment will be welcomed in 
Los Angeles today by hundreds 
of Pasadenans who will de- 
vote the day to honoring the re- 
turned heroes. Plans are being 
made to welcome the Crown City 
boys in a more formal way upoe 
their return from Camp Kearny 
after they have been discharged 
from the service. 

AT POMONA 

As soon as it became nr that 
members of the regiment would be 
permitted to leave the special train 
at San Bernardino for a few hours 
siren whistles began to blow and 
church bells began ringing In Po- 
mona, and within half an hoyr the 
Chamber of Commerce has as- 
sembled twenty-five high-powered 
zutomobiles, which sped away in the 
direction of the Gate City. 

Shortly after noon the automo- 
bile train e«lided into the Inland 
City Beautiful with the gallant 
members of Co. B. The streets 
were throned with thousands of 
people, who were eager to partici- 
pate tn the home-coming reception.

As the two special trains carry- 
ing 726 officers and men of the regt- 
ment pulled in at the Santa Fe de- 
pot a renzied crowd swarmed 
around the coaches. There were 
hurried greetings, hasty handclasps 
and fervent kisses as the delayed 
| soldiers were hurried into the street 
for pardde formation. 

Red Cross girls tossed flowers un- 
der the feet of the returning heroes 
as they advanced.

We were 
at the point of risking a departure from 
it at the time of the Spanish War, when 
only Spain's surrender prevented the dis- 
patch of an American fleet to Europe to 
attack the Spanish coast. 

But let us not be top much worried about 
what Washington would think of what we 
are now doing. For the Father of His Coun- 
try was always progressive. He saw clear- 
ly when times and conditions changed and 
he changed with them. He tells us himself 
that when independence was first suggested 
he was opposed to it. Born a loyal British 
@ionia]l subject, Washington fought with 
end commanded British troops in the 
French and Indian War. When times and 
eonditions changed he changed, too. He 
was not hidebound and, were he living to- 
day, we may be sure that Washington would 
be foremost in the campaign for the estab- 
lishment of the League of Nations, just as 
he would have been the first to raise his 
voice in the demand for prompt action 
when the Lusitania went down.

The people of the United States have 


again been called to the colors. Not to 
fight with musket, bombs and shell, bu’ to 
reload the treasury with financial ammunl- 
tion. On April 21 the baitle lines will be 
drawn and an army of “go-getters” will ad- 
vance upon the public. The objective to be 
taken is the sign of the dollar, the numeral 
“six” and a procession of ciphers, nine of 
them. This means, when decoded, six bil- 
lion dollags; six thousand million whole 
numbers. 

There may be a slight skirmish, but it 
won't last long, and before the campaign 
of education has proceeded far the outposts 
will have been won and then the first line 
of trenches and finally the citadel It is 
pretty well understood that the money to be 
raised in this last great public drive is for 
the purpose of meeting obligations incurred 
in winning the war. It is Uncle Sam's 
1.0.U., indorsed by 100,009,000 citizens and 
backed by the resources of the country. 

The Times confesses to a disappointment 
fin the failure of the authorities to fully 
rise to the opportunity and present an of- 
fering so attractive in its intrinsic value 
as a genuine investment that it would be 
literally snapped up. It seems a pity that 
the securities of this great country should 
be hawked about the crossroads and ped- 
died from door to door as ripe fish or ba 
nanas are peddied. It is a shame that those 
in charge of the financial affairs of the 
government should not have had the same 
broad vision possessed by Los Angeles 
bankers who urged months ago that the 
terms of the new loan be such that the 
notes would literally sell themselves, just 
as good municipal or public utility bonds 
or corporation notes usually do. A liberal 
interest rate, attractive tax-exemption fea- 
tures, the use of plenteous advertising 
space and, presto, the sale is turned. Sure- 
ly the credit of the United States is as high 


in Orange country. 


However, that is now neither here nor 
there. The powers that be have decreed 
that the old methods are the best methods. 
That better results are to be obtained 
through flying circuses, rolling tanks, clever 
ballyhooers and assault by pretty movie 
stars and charming chorus ladies. All of 
these are doubtless well in their place, and 
if the place is behind the selling line of 
government bonds so be it; we bow in sub- 
mission to the edict; take off our coat, hat 
and if necessary our shoes and stand .at 
attention, awaiting orders. 

One of the first things to be done ~~ 
take account of stock, personally. 
great selling organization is ready to fune- 
tion. The publicity department is about to 
aviate. Headquarters are already open and 
operating. The drive promises to disclose 
the most perfect example of organized effort 
Southern California has ever seen. That Is 
as it should be. We know beforehand that 
the men who are so unselfishly giving their 
time and talents to the work will get every- 
thing out of it there is to get out, but how 
about you, personally? 

If this loan is to go over; if Los Angeles 
city and county and Southern California 
are to meet the quota assigned to them, and 
of course they are, it means that every 
mother’s son and daughter must loan un- 
til it hurts. This is no pienic upon which 
we are about to embark, but a serious and 
concerted effort to meet the heaviest obli- 
gation ever laid upon the American people. 
The saving thought is that it is not nearly 
se heavy as the Kaiser would have levied 
had we not authorized the free expenditure 
of our wealth in a grand, successful effort 
to stem the tide of military despotism. 


Therefore let us take account of stock. 
Those who can loan from their abundance 
are bound to do so. Wealth in the present 
crisis is but an added obligation. Those 
whose means are limited must give to that 
limit, and the best way to estimate what 
this should be is by carefully going over 
our assets, cutting here, paring there; lar- 
ing aside a luxury on the one side and post- 
poning an anticipated realization on the 
other. Los Angeles*county will be called 
upon to turn over to the government be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 and this 
cannot be done without sacrifice. 

Nothing that we can do surmounts the 
Guty which confronts us of meeting our 
obligation through the agency of the Vic- 
tory Loan, Occupants of those 60,000 graves 
over yonder are calling across the void and 
out of the deep. We are told this is to be 
the last general appeal to all the people; 
that further war financing will probably 
be cared for through regular channels. 
When we say, as many are saying, that we 
have done enough, we know, every one of 
us, deep down in our heart, that we have 
not dope enough, that we never can do 
enough to pay for what we have escaped 
i the heroic sacrifices of our soldier 


‘This is not a time to point to errors of 
omission or of commission. Such errors 
were inevitable in so vast a work, so hur. 
riedly accomplished. They will be attend. 
ed to later and have nothing to do with the 
job now or soon to be in hand, the fob of 
Paying our debts and of coming clean be- 
fore all the world. 


Organize yourself. Prepare your own 
household. Emcourage your own employees 
and acquaintances. If you require or de- 
sire the stimulus of great crowds and stir- 
ring parades and bands and entertainers 
and excitement, drink you fill and sign the 
pledge on the dotted line.

OF RAILROAD FAILURE. 

Fact piles on fact te prove that gov- 
ernment operation of railroads has preved a 
fiat failure in the United States. It is not, 
therefore, surprising to find that from all 
sections of the country comes a demand 
for a return to the old order of things as 
soon as possible. 

It is manifest, however, that, owing to the 
enormous increase in operating expenses 
under government operation and because 
the service has been allowed to deteriorate, 
there must be legislation to allow the rail- 
roads living rates, put them in a better po- 
sition to finance’ themselves and do away 
with some of the overlapping State regu- 
lations. 

The railroad question is, undoubtedly, one 
of the most important economic problems 
now before the country. Statesmen, finan- 
clers and the great newspapers have de- 
voted special study to it ever since the sign- 
ing of the armistice, because they know 
how much depends upon a satisfactory so- 
lution. 

A thorough Investigation has been con- 
ducted by the New York Evening Post. 
That paper (in order to learn what the peo- 
ple of the different sections of the country 
“are thinking of the problem, and especially 
to obtain at first hand their views on gov- 
ernment operation) sent its special corre- 
spondents from coast to, coast to repast 
without bias or prejudice on the state of 
public opinion. These correspondents have 
presented the views of the Atlantic States, 
the Middle West, the Northwest, the South 
and the Pacific Coast. Three conclusions 
may be drawn from a careful reading of 
the articles: : 

\(1.) The general public {s against gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads. 

(2.) There is strong opposition to the 
proposed five-year extension of government 
control advocated by former Director-Gen- 
eral McAdoo. 

(3.) There is an overwhelming demand 
in favor of a return to private ownership as 
s00n as laws can be passed that will add 
to the efficiency of the transportation ma- 
chinery and make railroad bonds and stocks 
safe investments. 

It is obvious from the letters published 
in the Post that a great change has come 
over public opinion as to government oper. 
ation of railroads. A few years ago there 
was no small demand for it. The war af- 
forded an opportunity for a trial, and there 
has been a speedy end to the clamor. Gov- 
ernment operation has proved a sad blun- 
der. The public doesn’t like it. It suits 
nobody, at least nobody who helns to pay 
the piper. Shippers and passengers alike 
complain of the present service and sigh 
for the good old days when the railroads 
looked after the interests of former 
and the comfort of the latter. . 

Looking over the letters one finds that 
the complaints against government opera- 
tion are loud and deep. New England re- 
ports that government operation has been 
unsatisfactory to about everybody—owners 
of the roads, shippers. the traveling pub- 
lie. taxpearers and (considering the disap- 
pointing financial results) the government 
itself, presumably. 

The Middle West longs for a return of 
the roads to private owners, even labor be- 
ing against government ownership. A St. 
Louis organization representing nearly 4009 
members, mostly large and small shippers, 
passed a resolution saying that government 
operation wagJustified only under the ext- 
gencies of the war and jts undue continn- 
ance will retard the development of the 
country. 

In the Northwest the people are tired of 
the faulty operation of the roads and sy 
that retention by the government even for 
five years would mix rails hopelessly with 
politics. _The people want Federal control, 
but private management, wnder arrance- 
ments whereby the benefit of private pool- 
ing agreements can be secured without the 
loss of competition. 

On the Pacific Coast and tn the South the 
articles show a unanimous sentiment among 
the people of standing in favor of private 
management and that the turning back of 
the roads to the companies should be ac- 
companied by broad-gauged, intelligent leg- 
isiation. California has found government 
operation peculiarly hurtful. Business has 
suffered, shippers have lost privileges which 
had a real public value, the passenger serv- 
ice has been reduced and there have been 
loss of time and discomfort to thousands. 

The Post’s letters are of great value and 
should help stir Congress to action. 


AND TROTZKY WILD LOSE. 

’ . Regardless of what the Allied nations 
may do to check them, regardless of how 
much they may succeed in temporarily dis- 
turbing the peace of the world, Lenine and 
Trotzky will fail in thefr efforts to intro- 
duce socialistic government into Russia. 
The reason has been clearly set forth by 
Frazier Hunt, The Times’ correspondent at 
Petrograd. Let those who think Russia ts 
going to be a permanent center of socialiem 
study his stories of the inside conditions 
.1 that unhappy country. 

The reason why socialism can never suc- 
ceed in Russia is this: Ninety per cent. of 
the population are peasants, farmer and 
farm laborers, and nowhere on earth is the 
farmer a Socialist. Nowhere is he ever a 
communist. On the contrary, the farmer is 
the extreme individualist. Either he owns 
land or he aspires some day to own it. He 
wants it to be his own, not the property 
of either a landlord or of an abstraction 
called “the state.” As a rule the farmer 
is not envious of his neighbors, provided 
only he has for himeelf a fair chance. 

The Russian peasant fs no exception to 
this fule. On the contrary he is a fair ex- 
ample. He wants land, he wants it more 
than anything else in the world. He wants 
it to be his by absolute title, so he can do 
with it exactly as he pleases-—cultivate it, 
neglect it, mortgage it, sell it, give it away, 
leave it by will to his children or friends or 
to charity, just as he wants, without any- 
one daring to interfere. The Russian peas- 
ant desires neither to have to work as a 
tenant. nor to hire as a laborer of a lord of 
the manor, nor to work the land for the 
state. He wants to buy his own supplies, 


sell his crops where it suits him and for 


the best price he can get. fle wants no 
state supervision. Above all, he wants no 
community ownership. 


The truth ts that the Russian peasant | 
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has bad therough experience with commu- 
nism and socialism and he does not like 
it at all. He rose against the Czar’s gov- 
ernment to get rid of an oppressive system 
which savored very much of socialism, com- 
munism and paternalism combined with 
huge estates in the handg of the few. Now 
be has got rid of the big estate monopoliz- 
ing the land and he wants a fair chance to 
own the land pimself. Instead of giving 
him his land Lenine and Trotsky have 
sought to impose on him state ownership, 
the sort of thing which some of the city la- 
borers would apply to factories, railroads 
and such industries. 

Trotzky and Lenine are German state So- 
clalists and near-anarchistsa who have found 
a following among the city laborers com- 
prising 10 per cent. of Russia's population. 
Ivan Ivanovitch, the Russian peasant, who 
represents 90 per cent. of the population, is 
an individualistic, small-capitalistic worker 
and trader, whose idea of Wberty is the 
American ideal—individual freedom, private 
initiative, private ownership of land, pri- 
vate enterprise and development, the dis- 
tribution of wealth not by robbery or state 
control, but by giving each man hig right 
to use his own talents and to accumulate 
for himself. That is what Americans want, 
and that is what the Russian peasant wants. 

The Russtan peasant will win because he 
is 99 per cent. of the people and, also, be- 
cause he is right. :

WATER PROJECT 
SET IN MOTION 


Aqueduct Supply is Planned 
for Many Places. 


Westgate, Santa Monica and 
Sawtelle Included. 
Public Service Commission 
Adopts Report. 


A great distribution project for 
the waters of the Los Angeles aque- 
duct in the territory of the West- 
gate district and The Palms, Saw- 
telle and Santa Monica Reach dis- 
tricts, and other lands adjacent tv 
Westgate and Santa Monica Beach, 
and which, in the aggregate, would 
require an outlay of at least $1,357,- 
000, was officially set in motion yes- 


terday, when the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners adopted the 
report of the committee of the whole 
dealing with it. 

This report embodies the work of 
many monthe on the part of Chief 
Engineer Mulholland and his corps 
of engineers, giving estimates as to 
the cost for the various sectiors rep- 
resented. The board advises the for- 
mation of separate districts for the 
issuance of bonds to carry on the 
proposed work. The report az adopt- 
ed reads:

ARBOR TRADE 
JUMPS SKYWARD. 


March Exports and Import 
are Double What They 
Were a Year Ago. 


Collector of Customs El- 
liott's March report of the 
movements of vessels in and 
out of the local port, follows. 
Entered, thirty-four coastwise 
steamers, with crews of 1970, 
tonnage, 53,336; cleared, twen- 
ty-six steamers, with crews of 
1718, tonnage, 41,537. 

Foreign vessels: Entered, 
ten, crews, 225, tonnage, 12- 
902: cleared, fourteen vessels, 
crews, 502, and tonnage, 28,- 
811, The clearance included 
ten American, two British, one 
Japanese and one Norwegian 
Vessel. 

The revised figures on cus- 
toms collections for the month 
show a total of $24,692.23, 
compared with $24,096.71 in 
the corresponding month of 
1918. The exports were 
$1,031,755, compared with 
$521,638 in March, 1918, and 
the imports were $2,023,079 
compared with $885,291 for 


the same month last year.

WATER FOR HARBOR 


DISTRICT DISCUSSED. 


MORE EXTENSIVE. DISTRIBU- 
TION PLANNED BY PUBLIC 
SERVICE BODY. 


More extensive distribution of wa- 
ter in the harbor district 
question that received the serious 
attention of the Board of Public 
Service ‘(Commissioners vesterday. 
Secretary Lewis of the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce was before 
the board to express the desire of 
that body that immediate attention 
be given to getting water on the 
higher levels of the San Pedro dis- 
trict. and to increasing the water 
supply for the Terminal! Island dia- 
trict, especially for Fish Harbor. 
where the large fish cannery con- 
cerns are located. 

Plane that had been made by 
Chief Engineer Mulholland for ex- 
tension of the service have had to 
be set aside, because of proposed 


quire higher levels for the water sup- 
ply. It was stated that there are 
now two new annexation projects 
under way, each of which has pe- 
titions out asking for an election, 
and that it would be tmpracticable 
to make further plans until these 
questions are decided. Shotild they 
fail to annex, then quick action ! 
to be taken t4ward installing addi- 
tional tanks and pipe lines to serve 
high territory now within the city 
on which many persons desire to 
build. 

Mr. Lewis stated that a recent 
survey conditions at San Pedro 
showed ere are 8240 persons who 
are engaged in the shipyards or 
other industrial work who live out- 
side that district, but who desire to 
bulld or rent residences in S6San 
Pedro. The territory on which he 
urged that water be distributed its 
that lving generally south of Nine- 
teenth atreet and west of Meyler 
street. 

Mr. Lewis pointed out the tm- 
portance of supplying the fish pack- 
ing industries of Fast San Pedro with 
an adeqbate water supply. and 
stated that the pack of these con- 
cerns durine the past vear was more 
than $25,000,000 in value, and that 
from 5000 to 7000 persons were em- 
pioved at the busiest seasons. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland stated 
that the situation is of such ifm- 
portance that he proposes to ask the 
hoard to anthorize him to drill a 
well on the Terminal Teland side, and 
he believes that fresh water can be 
secured in that district. He will 
aleo vndertake to secure the use of 
the Salt Lake tank. which ts of 
laree capacity. and install a pump 
to force water from the well to this 
tank for general distribution, and 
ae an auxiliary water supply. He 
declared that until the eovernment 
Aredeine in the tnner harbor is com- 
nieted. tt impracticable to under- 
take to lay any new water mains 
across the bav. 


CITY DECLINES OFFER. 


Exchange of Lot for Building Not 
Considered Desirable.
